Red Cross was in action at Pearl Harbor a lew minutes 
after the first bombs fell.

blood plasma saved many lives that day.

National Headquarters had helped the Hawaiian 
^ Chapter provide funds and supplies, train volunteers, 
I and develop plans to meet the dreaded emergency. The 
I Red Cross was ready in Hawaii as it was ready later 
on other outposts. It went into action at Pearl Harbor 
as today it is continuing in action, to relieve suffering 
and save lives. 


I 
Through many years of peace and war the Red Cross 
has become such an integral part of American life that 
we are inclined to think of it as having no separate ex- 
s istence of its own. Today, however, the Warren County 
' Chapter of the American Red Cross is looking bark 
* eighty-one years to that August 22, 1864, when 26 dele- 
gates at the famed Geneva Conference saw the ratifi- 
( cation of the treaty which created the International Red 


I Cross. 
As the Warren Chapter celebrates this eighty-first 
anniversary of the Geneva Treaty, J. W. A. Luce, chair- 
I man of the chapter, points out the responsibility of the 


I American Red Cross in continuing its vast services which 
i have grown and spread to every comer of the world. 
“With the Geneva Convention the pioneers laid the 
foundation of a great edifice which has been built up 
( to vast dimensions and stands today, firmer than ever,” 
he says. “Our age has brought this organization to the 


1 summit of its usefulness. Today the Red Cross stands 
I for understanding, human kindliness, and a touch of 
J home to thousands of soldiers still in occupied countries, 
to the victims of war, to the sick, the wounded, the 
lonely, and the homeless. AU these considerations show 
^ us the magnitude of our obligation and responsibility. 
, The local Red Cross, through the people of this commun- 
j ity, has unfailingly met every test. It continues to stand 
ready to meet responsibilities in the future.”

l vince. Meantime from Tokyo came a stream of broad­ 
casts carrying the implication of internal unrest. 
The 
^ Japanese government even informed MacArthur that 
it would be necessary for the present to keep armed 
' Jap forces both in Japan and on the continent to main­ 
tain order. 
Those are the facts, but they don’t warrant us in 
jumping to sweeping conclusions. 
Developments alone 
will tell the story. 
The point which we can stress legitimately is that 
relations among the Big Three—Russia, Britain and 
America—may be put to the acid test by these political 
difficulties in the Orient and in Europe. That’s of far 
greater importance to the peace of the world than is a 
cull war, or half a dozen of them. We can’t repeat too 
often that international peace depends on unity of the 
Big Three.
